Washington, May 24.—(Special.)—Between rumors of battle and denials of these 
rumors, this has been a day of ceaseless anxiety at Weshinwtes. 

Rumors of Pe most definite character began coming early this morning, and 
for a time the city was in a state bordering on a frenzy of excitement over the 
supposed destruction of the Spanish fleet. The streets were crowded with people, 
the mavy building was overrun with senators and representatives and everybody 
else with anything like a pull, all of them anxious for inside information which 
they all thought ithe department had received. 


There were prompt denials from the department officials, however, and 
these were supplemented by the most positive assurances from the na- 
val experts, who declared that they did not believe there had been a meet- 


ing between the fleets. 


When this declaration had come from Secretary Long and such men as Walk- 
er and Mahan, the seekers for knowledge began to realize that the department 
disclaimers were genuine after all, and they wert away satisfied, though disap- 
pointed, 

Just before the department closed an official bulletin was posted in which the 
department discredited the report of a battle in the Windward passage. This was 

_ supplemented by important information from Dewey. It seems that Dewey is to

~ ™ As “the story comes here. Dewey has again demonstrated his complete mastery 
of the situation at Manila. The German consul down there has been the last to 
discover this fact. Things are critical inside Manila. Provisions are searce. The 
Germans and other foreign residents of the town are badly , seared. This German 
consul essayed to get provisions in to them. He demanded of Dewey that the ships 
with provisions be allowed to go through. | 


Dewey refused, for he proposes to maintain effective blockade and 


make the Spaniards surrender Manila. 
Then the consul threatened to send food*in under escort of German 


warships. 
Dewey said he would open fireon the warships the minute they 


tried it. 

While the reports received are meager in details, this last statement of the 
American admiral seems to have openéd the eyes of that German to the fact 
that he had a warm proposition to deal with, and the result was that he sub- 


sided. 
Dewey was heard from this afternoon. In the dispatch which the department 


gave out he does not refer to this episode, but it ts evident from the arrange- 
ments for the transfer of foreigners to Cavite if it should become necessary that 
the German was compellea to accept that solution of the difficulty.

Grizzled Veterans Present Secretary 
Alger with the Stars and Stripes. 
Washington, May 24.—There was an in- 
teresting scene in the antc-room of Secre- 
tary Alger’s office at the war department 
this afternoon whén a delegation of griz- 
zled veterans from T. M. K. Lee post, of 
Merchantville, N. J., presented the secre- 
tary with a large and handsome flag.

ARMOR FOR THREE BATTLESHIPS 


Bids Opened To Furnish Material for 
Alabama, Illinois and Wisconsin. 

Washington, May 2#4.—Bids were opened 
today for supplying the armor for three 
battleships, the Illinois, the Alabama and 
the Wisconsin, now in course of construc- 
tion at the Union Iron works, Newport 
News and Cramps. 

This is the second time that the govern- 
ment has en@eavored to secure bids for 
supplying the armor for these ships. The 
first effort, made about a year ago, Was 
unsuccessful because congress had made the 
minimum cos per ton for the armor at @ 
figure below the cost of production. The 
present "an appropriation bill having 


increaseg the price allowed to $400 per ton, 
today’s effort successful. 

For the’ Illinois, the two armor conipe- 
nies, Bethlehem and Carnegie, divided their 
bids, one taking the lighter armor and 
the other the heavier. For the Alabame 
the Bethlehem company bid $1,022,504, while 
the Carnegie company did not bid. For 
the Wisconsin, the Carnegie company bid 
$1,023,504. The rate in each case was $400 
per ton flat for bo)ts and armor, the max- 
imum amount allowed by congress. 

‘The Bethlehem company undertakes to 
begin deliveries of the armor within seven 
months after contract and to supply three 
hundred tons monthly. The Carnegie com- 
pany will begin December list next, and 
supply the same amount monthly. 


WAR REVENUE BILL IN SENATE. 


Lindsay, of Kentucky, Opposed Issue 
of Legal Tender Notes. 

Washington, May 24.—That feature of the 
war revenuc measure placing a tax of one- 
querter of 1 per cent upon the gross re- 
ceipts of corporations was under discussion 
in the senate throughout today’s session. 
Incidentally the preposed tax on bank de- 
posits was adverted to. 

The principal speeches were delivered by 
Mr. Pistt, republican, of Connecticut, and 
Mr. Lindsay, democrat, of Kentucky, both 
of whom vigorously ogtacked the corpora- 
tion tax. 

The weight of the former’s argument was 
thrown against the tax on the ground that 
it was unconstitutional, because the tax 
was not levied alike upon all persons en- 
gaged in a particular line of business. He 
maintained that an occupation tax could be 
levied, provided that the conditions were 
fair and equitable, but that the business of 
a corporation could not be taxed simply 
because it was conducted by a corporation. 
To be equitable, the tax must be laid 
upon the business whether it was con- 
ducted by a corporation, a partnership, a 
firm or an in¢éividual. 

Mr. Lindsay vigorously® antagonized the 
proposed issue of legal tender notes, declar- 
ing that it accentuated the existing menace 
to the gold reserve of the treasury and 
was, beside the dearest money ever de- 
vised. He held that such an issue would 


,be a blow to the nation’s financial credit. 


He, too, presented an argurhent against 
the proposed corporation tax, maintaining 
that if enacted into law it would breed a 
batch of lawsuits instead. of providing the 
government needed ready money with 
which to conduct the war operations. 

Tomorrow the genate will resume the 
discussion of the pending measure an hour 
earlier than usual, the session beginning at 
11 o'clock. 

At 4:36 o’clock p. m. the genate went into 
executive session, after which it adjourned.

Discusses Cuban Invasion. 

London, May 24.—Lord Wolseley, the com- 
mander in chief of the British army, in 
conversation with an American today, said: 

“The United States would make a mis- 
take in attempting to invade Cuba with vol- 
unteers who are not fully drilled and dis- 
ciplined. If that was done they might ex- 
pect heavy reverses when those troops en- 
countered the trained Spanish troops on 
land. It would be a grave error to under- 
éstimate the strength of the adversaries of 
the American troops. I would regret to see 
the Americans even temporarily beaten, as 
my sympathies are with them.”’ 

Continuing, Lord Wolseley said: 

“I: is fortunate for the United States that 
this war is not with a first-class power, for 
it ig evident that in such an encounter 
they would be badly beaten at the begin- 
ning, though [I belleve the Americans able 
to defeat any nation in the long run.”’ 


WAMPATUCK CUTS THE CABLE. 


Two United States Vessels Engage the 
Spanish Land Batteries. 

Key Wert, Fla., May %4.—The United 
States auxiliary tue Wampatuck brought in 
today a story of a sharp skirmish off Santi- 
ago ge Cuba last Wednesday. The tug. 
with the auxiliory cruiser St. Louis, went 
inte the Santiago channel to cut the cable. 
While the vessels were engaged in the 
work they were fired on by the shore bat- 
teries. The St. Louis returned the fire anda 
lively fusilade ensued for about half an 
The Wampatuck eventually succeed- 
ed in outting the cable. None of the Span- 
ish shots reached éither boat, while neither 
of them, in turn, boasts of having inflicted 
any damage upon the enemy. 

From Santiago the two ships proceeded 
to Guartanamo, the Wampatuck going in 
about 400 yards from the shore to cut the 
ewbles there, the St. Louig lying out of 
range. The shore batteries again opened 
fire and the St. Lewis signaled the tug to 
come out, which she did, without having 
cut the cable at that point. This adventure 
was equally harmless, 

Accounts of it reached here toffay in a 
grossly exaggerated form, including a re- 
port that the truiser afid the little tug had 
silenced the Spanish batteries on shore. 

Not the French Cable. 

Washington, May 24.—Late this afternoon 
it was ascertained that the cable from San- 
tlago that was cut by the American war- 
ship St. Louls was not the line controlled 
by the French company, running from fan- 
tiago to Hayti through Guantanamo, but 
one of the two J=nglish cables running from 
Santiago south to Jamaica. This informa- 
tion was communicateg to fhe offfcials of 
the government by Mr. Turienne, the gen- 
eral agent of the French cable company in 
the United States. General Blanco, there. 
fore. is not isolated frem the rest of the 
world, but can still communicate with the 
home government by either the French ca- 
ble going to Hayti or the English one run- 
ning to Jamaica. |

Coal $25 a Ton in Gold. 

We wnt as close in shore as we could. 
and dropped anchor just off fhe only coal 
wharf in sight. As we did so the people 
began to gather all along the water front 
and when we put off in small boats we were 
observed by 6,000 pairs of jet-black eyes. 
We were met at the wharf by a fat and 
prosperous-looking little man in white 
duck clothes and an umbrella hat, who 
told us he was the owner of the only coal 
pile in town, and asked if he could serve 
us in any way. We told him he could. We 


explained that we were out of coal and 
needed sixty-five tons, and he gently rubbed 


his hands together as he replied that he 


‘had that much. 


“But coal is very expensive, gentlemen,” 
he said, sighing softly at the thought. 

“How expensive?” we asked. 

“In American money I can let you have 
sixty-five tons at $25 a ton—I cannot pos- 
sibly do better than that.” , 
We did not ask him to. It was an awful 
ordeal, but. we were prepared for it, and 
ten minutes later we had separated our- 
selves from $1,650 in good hard yellow metal. 
The little fat man sent for lighters and 
carriers, and we waited on the wharf until 
we saw the precious stuff being moved 
out toward our boat... We expected that 
the $1,650 covered the cost of loading, but 
we did not appreciate even then the Haytien 
appetite for other people’s money and the 
national genius displayed in getting it. We 
had to put up $137 more for lighterage and 
labor, and still more for other services not 
performed by certain government officials 
Who visited us. Then we set out to find 
the American consul, and located him final- 
ly in one of the finest residences in the 
entire town. : 


Spanish Consul Objects. 


He is a colored man by the name of Dr. 
L, A. Livingston, and he comes from Flor- 
ida, having been appointed and only con- 
firmed a few weeks ago. He fiad no news 
to tell us except that the department had 
sent a lot of messages to Admiral Sampson 
in his care, and that the Montgomery had 
come in shore for them yesterday. He 
knew less about the progress of the war 
than we did, but he agreed to help us in the 
évent that we got into trouble as a resuit 
of our effort to get coal. He took us 
to the Union Club, a handsome little place, 
and posted our names, introducing us at 
the same time to a number of French and 
English gentlemen who were breakfasting 
leisurely in their pajamas. It is the only 
club I know of run by black men and white 
on equal terms—but racial lines, for bus- 
iness reasons, are not drawn in Hayti. 

We were sitting in the welcome shade of 
palm trees in the garden sipping a native 
concoction known in English as “rum cool- 
er,”’ when a message was received that the 
Spanish consul had protested against our 
getting coal. We expected this, and were 
prepared for it. In a few moments we had 
officially replied to the protest, and then 
we began to play the cards we had up our 
sleeve hard and fast. It is not necessary 
to tell exactly what we did, but by noon 
we had defeated the Spanish with great 
loss—to ourselves—and our sixty-five tons of 
coal were being put on board the yacht as 
rapiaty as an army of carriers could put it 
there. By dark the job was completed and 
the hardest part of our work was over. 

Some Haytien Prices. 

When it became certain that we would 
rejoin the fleet, I went into the cable office 
and wrote out a short, personal dispatch. 
A tall, thin man with Parkhurst whis- 
kers, deciphered my handwriting, counted 
the words, made a whole lot of pencil 
marks on a pad before him, and said: 

“It ees forty-eight dollar and feefty-five 
cent.”’ 

“What is?’ I asked. 

“Zis message.”’ 

“I want to send it collect.”’ 

“No, sare; you must pay me at zis end.” 

And I had to do it. 

I fan across the steward of our boat 
while rambling about the quaint old mar- 
ket, and I will not soon forget the look of 
horror on his face. He had been trafficking 
with the provision pirates until he had 
almost lost his senses. Chickens were $1.25 
each, flour was $25 a barrel, and all other 
prices were up in proportion. The steward 
called the market mercnants thieves and 
highway robbers and liars, but it did no 
good. They smiled affably and put down 
another dollar or two as balm for their 
injured feelings. I could write a whole 
column about their phenomenal nerve and 
success in gouging the helpless strangers 
who fall into their hands out of their 
money, but the subject is personally dis- 
tasteful. They divorced me from about a 
month’s salary before I even knew I was 
buying anything. 

Greeted by the Military. 


Just before we left shore we were given 
a complimentary drill by the two com- 
panies of native infantry stationed at Cape 
Haytien. The commanding officer was 
mounted on a shaggy-haired pony almost 
as big as himself, and was costumed in 
a faded military dress coat heavily trimmed 
with brass. a tall cocked hat and blue 
jeans trousers. His face was sent off with 
fierce side whiskers, and he wore several 
formidable badges. His soldiers were of 
the comic opera variety, and the whole lot 
would make a perfect caorus for one of 
Gilbert & Sullivan’s earlier works. They 
were dressed in all sorts of clothes, and 
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we expected

With the Fleet Again. 

With the North Atlantic Squadron, at 
Sea, May 9.—We came up with the fleet 
at daybreak about twenty-five miles to the 
northwest of Cape Haytien, and found all 
the vessels grouped about the flagship and 
signaling vigorously. Then, for the first 
time, we learned that Admiral Sampson had 
pressed the Associated Press tug Dauntless 
into service and had sent her in short with 
dispatches for the department. His signals 
to the other vessels were simply to the 
effect that he was awaiting the return of 
the Dauntless, and that until he heard 
from her he did not know whether he was 
to go forward, stand still, or go back. The 
result of the long-distance conversation 


was that all the boats tossed about in the, 


blue water until after 10 o'clock, when the 
Dauntless came plunging into sight at full 
speed and: reeled up along side of the flag- 
ship very much like a messenger out of 
breath. 

Then a half hour elapsed while the ad- 
miral was translating his messages, and it 
was nearly 11 o’clock when the signals 
began again. This time they were short 
and sharp, and we watched the other boats 
closely to see what the effect would be. In 
less than a minute the Iowa and Indiana 
swung around and went lumbering along 
to the northwest, almost on a line to Jack- 
sonville, Fla. The two _ monitors, which 
had steam ~ up for the “(first time 
in two days, put about in the same direc- 
tion, and followed the cruisers 
Montgomery and Detroit, the torpedo 
boat Porter and the tug Wampatuck and 
the transport Niagara. The flagship was 
the last of the fleet to change her course, 
tbut by noon every vessel was heading 
away from the shore and in a generally 
westward direction ranging from Jack- 
sonville on the north to Key West on the 
south. 

To Fool Those on Shore. 

It was a puzzling maneuver, but we trall- 
ed along behind confident that it did not 
mean a return trip. For nearly an hour 
the fleet held its course, and by that time 
land had entireiy disappeared. Then the 
flagship began signalling again, and on the 
instant all the boats put about and head- 
ed due east, quickly dropping into the same 
squadron fermation which had been adopt- 
ed when they left Key West. The New 
York led for a few miles, and then pointed 
-toward Porto Rico, the other ships veering 
about as if one helm directed them all. 
At the same time the flagship hauled her 
cruising signal to the top of her forward 
yard, indicaaing full epeed, and we all 
went bowling off to the southeast as fast 
as our engines would take us. 

It was clear then that the start to the 
northward was simply made for the pur- 
pose of deceiving those on shore as to the 
real direction the fleet was to take. The 
vessels had already been sighted from Cape 
Haytien, and Admiral Sampson knew per- 
fectly well that the watchful Spanish cen- 
sul at that place had cabled a full report 
of the occurrence to his government. To 
continue to the eastward in full view of 
those on shore would be to indicate plainly 
to the enemy the fleet’s destination and to 
turn about to the westward was an easy 
way to throw them off the track. So the 
admiral went west until he was out of 
sight of the shore, and then he continued 
his cruise on the old line just as if nothing 
had happened to interrupt it. 


Woodwork Thrown Overboard. 


But as soon as the run eastward was re- 
sumed the admiral did something as sig- 
nificant of battle as anything that he could 
do. We heard the sound of hammers and 
saws and hatchets aboard the flagship as 
we steamed along by her side, and we 
wondered if anything had happened to her 
machinery thet ‘required such quick and 
heroic. repairs as the vigorous blows in- 
dicated. Presently a half dozen marines 
pushed a couple of wooden doors through 
the embrasures above the starboard spon- 
60ns and let them fall into the water. They 
were followed by a whole mahogany par- 
tition, by a couple of wardrobes and by a 
lot of miscellaneous and chopped-up wood- 
work that splashed into the water and left 
a trail of splinters In the rear of the flag- 
ship half a mile long. 

For more than an hour this thing kept 
up, and during that time a whole forest 
of timber, cut in various shapes and fash- 
ioned for all*sorts of uses, was thrown 
from the sponsorns on both sides of the 
ship into the water. It was evident that 
the order to sacrifice the woodwork was 
inclusive of everything, for when the ham- 
mering and sawing ceased there could 
scarcely have been left a toothpick or a 
match on the inside. To those of us who 
watched the proceeding from the yacht it 
seemed to be the cleanest and clearest’ in- 
dication of prospective battle that we have 
yet seen. To strip for action by taking 
in the railings, housing the galleys, and 
hiding the small boats is significant, but 
to throw overboard a mahogany bureau is 
a heap more so—in spite of the common- 
place languagé in which one must describe 
the actions. The thing a sea fighter fears 
worse than anything else is fire aboard his 
own ship. 

More Dispatches Expected. 

Late in the afternoon Admiral Sampson 
sent the Dauntless away with other dis- 
patches, but whether she went back to Cape 
Haytien or put [nto Port au Plata, near 
which place we were at the time she set 
out, no one but the admiral knows. As 
soon as she left, however, the order to 
slacken speed was run up on the New 
York’s milftary mast, and since then we 
have been cruising at about two-thirds 
speed. If we are to wait until she comes 
back it will be impoasible for us to sight 
the island of Porto Rico until Wednesday 
morning, and impossible to reach San Juan 
until Wednesday evening or Thursday 
morning. The fact that the admiral ex- 
pects to continue his cruise is shown very 
clearly, however, by his holding steadily 
to his course, and only slowing up suffi- 
ciently to-let the Dauntless catch up be- 
fore Porto Rico is reached. 

Tonight the fleet is cruising: beneath a 
cloudy sky, and the indications are that 
it will rain before morning. But the ad- 
miral does not appear to be a bit afraid 
of running into the enemy, for he is plow- 
ing steadily ahead in the darkness and is 
not even taking the precaution to have his 
searchlights out after torpedo boats. Every- 
body is speculating upon the -possibility of 
the Spanish squadron being ahead of us, 
and of its probable strength. The admiral 
was advised that it sailed from Cape Verde 
on April 29th, and he does not believe that 
it could have reached Porto Rico by this 
time, if it was accompanied by the now 
famous torpedo boat flotilla. ' 

Sailing Through a Rainstorm. 

With the North Atlantic Squadron, At 
Sea, May 10.—It is a dreary, rainy and al- 
together uncomfortable day—by long odds 
the most uncomfortable of the cruise thus 
far. Everything about the boat is soaking 
wet and there is a mist rising from sea to 
sky that makes jt impossible to see a cable's 
length in amy direction. Our skipper came 
down to breakfast full of thankfulness for 
not having rammed a warship during the 
night or tumbled upon a Spanish torpedo 
boat. It was just. the sort of night in which 
torpedo boats delight to operate, and the 
next one is going to be even more to their 
liking. It is growing dusk now and the sky 
is covered with clouds. .If the little Span- 
ish devils are in this vicinity at present 
they will get a better chance at us tonight 
than they ever will again, 

The steady run eastward has been brok- 
en thus far since daybreak by but two in- 
cidents worth recording—one a waterspout 
and the other a French brigamtine. The 
waterspout hove in sight just before noon 
and passed by us unc going due 
north with all colors flying, The brigantine 
was sighted about 4 o’clock in the after- 


noon off to the left of the fleet, and the 


Detroit went skimming after her. 8 
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ton sent Lieutenant Callahan on board to 
look over her papers, and when these. were 
found to be all right, she was permitted 
to continue her cruise, We did not learn 
her mame, but her destination was Port 
au Plata and she carried no cargo. 

' ‘The Dauntless has not yet returned with 
dispatches for the admiral and we are go- 
Sing even slower today than we were yes- 
terday—not more than eight or nine knots 
an hour—in order to let her catch up. At 
this rate we will not arrive off San Juan 
before Thursday morning, and it may be 
even later. All the vessels in the fleet 
posted extra lookouts this afternoon and if 
the Spaniards see us before we see them 
they will have to use a telescope. The tor- 
pede boat Porter will do scout duty on 
ahead tonight and tomorrow the Montgom- 
ery. Detroit and Wampatuck will relieve 
each other in the same service. We have 
tendered our yacht for patrol duty if she is 
needed. and the admiral] has thanked us for 
the offer. 

Off the Enemy’s Country. 

At Sea. off North Coast of Porto Rico, 
May 11.—During the night we lost the fleet 
and at daylight we were all alone on the 
ocean, about forty miles to the north of 
the enemy’s country and with not a sign 
of a vessel visible in any direction. How 
we lost, them we do not know, but it is 
certain that they changed their course and 
one or two of our many suppositions is 
probably correct: Either they turned to 
the north to meet vessels of the flying 
squadron sent heresgas a re-enforcement to 
Admira] Sampson before tackling the Span- 
iards—supposing always that there are 
Spaniards ahead Of us—or they turned in 
the opposite direction and are crulsing 
about the southern part of the island, with 
the intention of approaching the harbor of 
San Juan from the west. 

In either case, if the Spanish boats are 
waiting for the American fleet, our pobi- 
tion just now is not as pleasant as it might 
be, for we are steaming straight ahead 
along the north shore oh a direct line to- 
ward San Juan and may run into trouble 
at any turn of the screw. But we have 
been so fortunate in getting out of our 
numerous other difficulties that We are 
trusting to luck more than to anything else 
to pull us through this time. The weather 
ig clear again and the sun’s rays are beat- 
ing down fiercely upon the quiet water—so 
fiercely that any sort of clothing is un- 
comfortable. And, speaking of clothing, 
we have very little left now to embarrass 
us, nine days at sea having exhausted 
the limited supply which we brought aboard 
at Key West. 

The Flagship Scents Trouble. 

During the early hours of last evening 
tle flagship kept the other vessels closely 
bunched about her, and from her forward 
searchlight she sent a constant stream of 
illumination playing upon the waters in 
all directions. This is the first time the 
admiral has taken such a precaution since 
the cruise began, and it was a certain indi- 
cation that he had at last arrived at a 
point where he was advised to look for 
trouble. It was as perfect a night for tor- 
pedo boat practice as a Spanish admiral 
could make to order, and when we awoke 
this morning to find that all of our vessels 
had disappeared, a feeble effort at raising 
a laugh was attempted by one of the ar- 
tists who suggested, while shaving and 
doing ‘a hornpipe at the same time, that 
they had been blown to atoms by the en- 
emy while we were asleep. 

The conditions under which we Jost the 
fleet were such as to exonerate the ablest 
navigator in the world from blame. As 
long as the flagship signaled or worked her 
searchlight, we had something te steer 
by, but at midnight, when all lights sud- 
denly went out, we had no guide and could 
only push blindly ahead on the course to 
the southeast which the fleet had beer fol- 
lowing when we saw them last. Up to 
noon we had sighted but one, vessel, and 
she turned out to be eimply a big mall 
steamer—probably a French liner—moving 
rapidly to the westward and close in 
shore. We watched’ her disappear with 
the ardent hope that she had on board of 
her the pile of ‘news letterg which by this 
time are encumbering all our staterooms, 
and which it may be many moons before we 
can dispose of with any re&sonable expec- 
tation that they will reach their desti- 
nation. . 

Help from the Enemy. “ 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon we made 
out a sail to the northeast, and turned in 
that direction at full speed, the stranger 
moving toward us under a full epread of 
canvas and before a pretty stiff breeze. We 
hoisted flag signalg asking her if she had 
sighte@ any warships in the vicinity, and 
she answered ‘“‘yes."”” We asked her how 
many of them there were, and she sald 
‘“‘fleet.”” We inquired if she was able to 
ascerta‘'n their nationality or if they flew 
any flags, and she answered “no”’ to both 
questions. Our hearts were full of grati- 
tude to her for the information, and you 
can imagine our surprise when we came 
up to her, to read in golden letters on her 
quarter, the sign: 


CARLOS F, ROSES.

She was a Spanish brig, and was bound 
to Havana! Unquestionably she could not 
have known that war had been declared, 
for she manifested the most friendly spirit 
in the world, and was heading straight in- 
to our blockade.

' Running the Blockade. 

Upon receipt of the information from 
the Spanish brig we changed our course 
a few points to the northward, but we did 
not catch the fleet. Late in the afternoon 
we sighted a steamer that looked very 
much like the transport Niagara, but we 
could not keep her in’ sight long enough 
to make her out. We gaw two big Spanish 
vessels that our ships could have had for 
the asking, and if the admiral had stuck 
to his origina] course he would be a good 
many thousand dollars richer now than 
be is. At 10 o’clock at night a searchlight 
on some ship about five miles to the south 
of us swept about our yacht several times, 
but we were too far distant to be caught. 
Also We were not curious enough about its 
origin to make an investigation.

MAIL FOR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS 


Postmasten General Issues Instructions 
for Letter Writers. 


Weshington, May 24.—Two orders in re- 
gard to mail for and from soldiers and 
eailors have been issued by Postmaster 
General Emory Smith. The order regard- 
ing mail for United States forces at the 


Philippines says: 

“Articles of mail matter to or from per- 
fons connected with the United States 
forces shall be subject to the postage rates 
and conditions applicable to similar arti- 
cles in the domestic mailg of the United 
States. 

“The articles shall be gent to the com- 
mandants of the forces by every opportun- 
ity offered by the sailing of a United States 
vessel for said forces. ' The sailing dates of 
the vessels cannot be announced in 
vance and the articles shall therefore be 
forwarded promptly to San Francisco in 
order that they may be @ispatched thence 
to destination at the first opportunity.’ 

The regulation in regard to the mail from 
forces in the field is authorized by an act 
- congress passed in 187¥, and ‘is as fol- 
Ows: 

‘Letters written by officers, commissioned 
or non-commissioned and privates in the 
military, naval or marine service of the 
United States, to be transmitted unpaid.

The New Pompier Ladder.

Mr. Rountree announced the line of de- 
ferise.

But the defense would show that 
the prisoner at the bar was mentally irre- 
sponsible, being a man whose mind was im- 
paired by hereditary insanity and that the 
killing occurred while he was suffering 
from delusional insanity. 

Mr. Spence, for the defense, read the 
testimony of W. W. Flanagan, brother of 
the defendant, as it was given at the for- 
mer trial. In this testimony. takel’ from 
the notes of the court stenographer, oa 
history of the Flanagan family was givén 
tending to show that Flanagan’s mother, a 
sister and other relatives were lunatics, 
some of them dying in the insane asylum.

The great bulk of the typewritten teati- 
mony of W. W. Flanagan related to the 
prisonmer’s infatuation for little girls. For 
many years, the testimony stated, the pris- 
oner seemed bent upon marrying a little 
girl not over twelve years of age. The 
witness said his brother believed there 
were no pure women and the only way to 
get a virtuous wife was to marry a child. 
At a hotel the prisoner tried to marry 
several] little girls, writing them notes and 
talking about them all the time. 

Mr. Spence next read the stenographic 
report of the testimony of J. J. Flanagan, 
brother of the prisoner. This evidence was 
about the same as that of W. W. Flanagan 
and was to substantiate the position of the 
deferse that the defendant had inherited 
irsanity.

“And that good, brilliant man,” said 
the doctor, “would murder his wife and 
little children and believe he did right.’’ 

Prisoner Tells His Story. 

Then Flanagan took the stand. He tot- 
tered as he walked and had to be led to the 
chair. He began at the time he met Allen 
and then recited the story of his love for 
Leila and hig offer to school and marry 
her. He told thé revolting story of his 
Leila and her father, related his efforts 
to save her and his Intention to photograph 
Allen and the child together, referred to 
Alien’s persecution and then wound up 
with the story of the killing. 

At times he was dramatic and his voice 
roared and trembled when he exclaimed: 

“T loved Leila Allen and I love her now.

After recovering from his wound Patrolman 
Cook went before Justice W. E. Foute and 
swore out a warrant charging Bud Con- 
well, alias Bud Conway, with assault with 
intent to murder. : 

Last Sunday afternoon Patrolman Wil- 
liam Sheridan went to the fort and while 
there saw Conway, whom he had known in 
connection with his pblice duties for a 
number of years. Sheridan says it is im- 
possible for him to be mistaken. After 
coming off duty Monday morning Sheridan 
told Cook that he had seen the negro at 
Fert McPherson, and the next morning 
as goon as he woke up Cook went to the 
post and after some difficulty found Colo- 
nel Cook. Patriman Cook took with him a 
bailiff and the warrant. 

Colonel Cook h2ard the business of the 
two officers, but it is said refused to allow 
them to go to the negro barracks to ident- 
ify Conway. Patrolman Cook said he was 
not sure that he would know the negro, as 
the fight occurred in the dark. He said, 
however, that he might be able to identify 


him. 

When Colonel Cook heard this he told 
the two men to come back at 6 o'clock and 
that he wou'!d let an officer accompany 
Patrolman Coak down the line to identify, 
if possible, the negro. 

The two officers then returned to the 
city and in the afternoon Patrolmen Cook, 
Keys and a negro from Peters street, who 
is intimately acquainted with Conway, 
went to the fort.

also the attempt to discOver certain laws 
and apply them to human action, in spite 
of the scientific difficulty here arising from 
the element of uncerainty brought in by 
human volition. 

Dr. DuBo‘s showed, with the ald of a 
number of charts, the present status of co- 
operative institutions, excluding schools, for 
social] betterment among the negroes, His 
figures were baSed upon an investigation 
which has been going on since March Ist 
in nine large southern cities, from Wash- 
ington to Galveston. Reports from sixty- 
Six negro churches showed a real egtate 
value of $1,484,610, and an annual distribu- 
tion of $7,000 in charity, assisting 1,400 peo. 
ple. These churches wield a wide influence, 
being the center of social life, entertain- 
ment and benevolent organization. 

The figures plainly shuwed that with bet- 
ter financial Management the resources of 
these churches could be far better employ- 
ed than 4t present. As to secret societies, 
eighty-five lodges were reported, wiih a to- 
tal membership of 4,878. The total annual 
income of fifty-nine lodges was $11,963. ‘ne 
functions of these societies are insurance 
and social] intercourse. The other petty in- 
surance organizations are fur the most 
part poorly managed or alleged swindles 
that prey ‘upon the ignorant. All of tnese 
organizations command inmmense power 
and offer unlimited opportunity for re- 
form, 

Mr. G. A. Towns, of the Atlanta univer- 
sity, read a paper based upon carefully col- 
lated official statistics as to the present eco- 
nomie condition of the negro. Charts were 
used to illustrate the figures, which show- 
ed that a very small per cent of negroes 
are engaged in professional occupations, 
while a very large per cent are engaged in 
the lower occupations as compared with the 
per cent among whites. 

“This fact,’’ he said, “‘is due to the negro’s 
unfitness for the highér callings, owing to 
illiteraty and lack of special training; but 
it is also due to race prejudice, which ex- 
cludes him from the higher callings. Thus 
the negro is classifying himself by lack of 
skill and is being classified in the gainful 
occupations by influences beyond his own 
control. The question is one which really 
concerns the city negro, rather than the 
country negro.’’ ‘ 

lhe conference will be continued at the 
Atlanta university today at 4 p. m. with 
a mothers’ meeting, which will consider the 
improvement of home life, and tonight at 
8 o'clock with a general consideration of 
negro churches and secret and benevolent 
societies.

"= ‘fortable place to sleep, and that they are 


‘not treated as men who have volunteered 
to fight for the government, 

On the other hand the officers at the fort 
yigorous!y deny any 6uch reports. The 
officers claim the men are fed the regula- 
dion army rations, that no man is allowed 
to go hungry, and that the quality of the 
food is the best. 

Several recruits-have called at The Con- 
stitut‘on office during the last few days, 
telling stories of alleged inhuman treatment 
at the post. One soldier, who has been in 
the service of the government for twenty 

, entered the parlors of the Young 
‘Men's Christian Associjation yesterday af. 
ternoon, 2nd with tears streaming down his 
cheeks approached Assistant Secretary 
‘Loewe and asked that something be done to 
relieve the recruits who, he said. are act- 
vaily suffering for the necessities of life. 

“T have been the army a good long 
time,”” said he to a Constitution represen- 
tative juter, “but I have never seen soldiers 
treated as they now are at the barracks. 
Of course, I have been in predicaments 
where I have had to go several! days with 
scarcely enough fo0g to keep me alive, but 
it tould not be helped and there was no 
kick coming; but with plenty of supplies 
. in Atlanta, and with plenty of money to 
' buy them with, I do not see why the re- 
eruits, who have come from good families—~ 
most of them—should be fed gn food that is 
not fit for dogs. 

Soldier’s Side of the Affair. 


“The main diet we get out there is a mix- 
ture we call ‘slum.’ That is a very good 
name for it, too. It consists of meat, wa- 
ter and flour, all boiled together, We get 
‘slum’ and coffee for breakfast, are sup- 
posed to get roast beef, potatoes and coffee 
for dinner, but very often the potatoes are 
iteft off, and ‘slum’ and coffee again for sup- 
‘per. There is no man on earth who can 
ex‘st on such stuff. It is miserable. 

“The mess hall will only hold about 600 
men and the others have to wait outside for 
their turn. Yesterday afternoon hundreds 
of men stood out in the rain without any 
Protection waiting to get something to eat. 
Those at the second table only get the 
scraps and as a@ reSult the most of us are 
only half fed. , 

“But the eating facilitles are not the 
worst part of life just now at the fort. 
There are no color lines drawn there and 
negroes and whites have to mingle together. 
The government has not issued one rag of 
dothes to the men and they have not had a 
change of clothes for weeks. The result is 
that they are positively filthy, and vermin 
is already beginning to appear. The only 
place we have to bath is an old muddy 
pond close by, in which negroes and whites 
wash together, and it can be readily imag- 
ined what kind of a cleansing effect those 
waters have. 

“There are sufficient sleeping quarters 
for the men and some of them have to 
@leep on porches, and anywhere they can 
find shelter. Very few have blankets and 
things are generally in a pretty pad state. 
The officers promise us relief, but we do 
not see any tangible evidences of it, and 
this present state of things cannot be stood 
much longer by civilized men.’ 

Other Side of the Case. 


Lieutenant Singerfous, of the Fifth reg- 
iment, who is now acting commissary at 
the post, tells a very different story. From 
his statement it appears that the ofticers 
ere laboring under a good many disad- 
vantages, but are doing the best they ean 
under the circumstances. 

“Tt can readily be seen,” said- he, yes- 
terday afternoon, “‘that it is no easy mat- 
ter to care for over 2,000 men. We have 
had great difficulties to contend with. 
There are always some kickers in the army 
—We expect nothing else—but the reports 
these men have been giving out are greatly 
exaggerated and are untrue. 

“We are exerting every possible effort 
for the comfort of the recruits, and under 
the circumstances I think we huve suc- 
cecded admirably well. There should be 
no grumbling on account cf the food. The 
men are given regular army rations—not 
the prescribed variety perhaps, but our 
kitchen only has the capacity for cooking 
for 60 men, and we have to use the vées- 
se& mostly for single dishes or it would 
be impossible to feed this number of men. 
Under the present conditions we cannot 
Give the men the variety we would like. 
For instance, We have two tanks, one for 
coffee and the other for tea. Now it would 
be impossible to make both coffee and tea, 
as both tanks are required for the one 
drink, therefore we have to give the men 
coffee. L‘kewise, the vegetable pots have 
to be used for stew. 

“Captain Dodge, of the department of the 
gulf, was out today and he stated he never 
heard but one man complain. The great- 
€8t difficulties we have is in cooking and 
‘Srving the food. It is no easy matter to 
Wait on 600 men at one time. We make a

A Constitution representative visited the 
post at the supper hour yesterday after- 
noon. Every seat in the big mess hall 
‘was taken with about 600 hungry recruits 
waiting for their portion. The menu con- 
sisted of ‘‘slum,” coffee and bread. The 
“slum” is served in large white dishes and 
the coffee in bowls. About fifty soldiers 
were detailed to act as waiters, and they 
were kept hustling in lively fashion for 
about two hours. 

“Slum” resembles tomato \soup with 
large lumps of reat in it. The men ate 
the soup with their spoons, and the meat 
mostly with their fingers. The majority 
stirred up a mixture of meat, bread and 
soup and appeared to eat it with great rel. 
ish. An occassional beer bottle served as 
a vinegar cruet, and thera was plenty of 
salt and pepper. The whole place was 
characterized by a surprising neatness. 
The.large kettles, basins and stoves in the 
kitchen were spotiess, and resembled the 
kitchen of a large hosteiry. There was no 
grumbling among the men that could be 
heard, although many of them iid not 
wear & 100K of satisfaction after the meal 
was over. The men were lined up on the 
outside of the mess hall to wait unt'! their 
turn inside. The negroes were ushered to 
a table by themselves, and did not sit side 
by side with the whites. 

The Spanish prisoners ate in a little room 
to themselvés, and partook of ithe same 
menu as the privates.

fIn this respect Georgia can furnish & num- 
ber of companies, and has three battalions 
out of which more than 75 per cent of the 
negroes will go. they say. 

Georgia also has the only negro artillery 
company in the United States and this or- 
ganization will vOlunteer to go to the front. 
The negroes will go under any circum- 
stances, it is said, but would prefer to go 
with their present officers. 

Georgia has also a colored troop of cav.- 
alry which will volunteer. With these mil- 
itary organizations the state wil! be expect. 
ed to furnish the largest quota to the regi- 
ment about to be formed and will be able 
to supply some well drilled soldierg who can 
stand the climate of Cuba. 

The adaptibility of thé negro to live in a 
low, hot country, such as the army will 
encounter during an invasion of Cuba, 
makes a regiment of these people desirable, 
say the army officers. Recruiting offices will 
be established in every city in the satate, 
as well a in the cities of other states in the 
south and only a@ short time will be re- 
quired to enlist a sufficient number of ne- 
groes to form the regiment. 

It. Atlanta a large number of them, and 
especially those who aré members of mil- 
itary companies, are anxious to go. Every 
effort is being made by them to get off to 
, the front and it is said no trouble will be 

occasioned to get them to enlist. Little 
time will be required to make them . well 
disciplined and trained soldiers. 

Georgia’s Negro Companies. 


[: ig thought that when the government 


negro volunteers in Georgia, beside one 
troop of cavalry and the only organized 
colored battery of artillery in the United 
States.

“As to Iimmunes, I don’t know how many 
of our men have been exposed to the yellow 
fever, but we can stand the climate of 
Cuba better than any one else. The ma- 
jority of colored volunteers in Georgia 
comes from Savannah and are already par- 
tially acclimated.”’ 

Colonel Crumbley has the distinction of 
being ti6 only officer in the colored volun- 
teers who has served in the United States 
army. He was a member of company I, 
Tenth cavalry, from November, 1876, to No- 
vember, 1881, and had attained the rank of 


At that time he was as high as any negro 
had risen in the United States army ex- 
cept one, Lieutenant H: O. Flipper, who 
was a graduate of West Point, class of 1876. 
and was second lieutenant in the Tenth cav- 
alry.

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HD contentions between the city of 

Atlanta and tne Consolidated Street 

Railway Company will be aired hefore 
the United States circuit court of appeals 
in New Orleans this morting. The attor- 
neys in the case left yesterday for the 
sceng of battle and it is expected that the 
present fight will be more interesting and 
important than the previous ones. 

The case will be argued by Alex C. King 
and Judge J. T. Pendleton, tor the city, and 
Mr. Morris Brandon, for the Of Colony 
Trust Company; Colonel N. J, Hammond, 
for H. O. Siexas, and Mr. J. Carrol) Payne, 
for the street railway. The party will ar- 
rive in New Orleans this morning and pro- 
ceed immediately to the courtroom, where 
the case will be heard by Judge Pardee and 
Judge Parlange, sitting as the circult court 
of appeals. 

The case ig @ very interesting one in At- 
lante and affects large interests here. The 
question to be decided is whether or not 
the city has granted to it by the state the 
power to regulate or control the rates of 
fare to be charged by street railroad com- 
panies in its limits. . 

The case was heard is Asheville, N. C., 
last summer and it was there decided that 
the city did not have the right. This is the 
cause of the appeal by the city te the court 
of appeals. 

Judges McCormick and Newman held 
that the city did not have such power and, 
therefore, upon this one point, regardless of 
all others, they granted an injunction re- 
straining the city from putting into effect 
the transfer ordinance passed by the coun- 
cil in March, 1897. 

This ordinance compelled the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company to grant transfers 
from any Of its lines to any others, making 
it possible for a passenger to go to all 
parts of the city for much less than it 
now costs. 

A prominent attorney, regarding the case, 
said today: ‘ 

“If the court of appeals decides against 
the city and affirms the judgment of the 
lower court, the case will be ended and the 
transfer ordinance will be beyond hope of 
resurrection. for that decision would settle 
beyond dispute that the city has not the 
power to fix or control fares to be charged 
by thé street railroads. 

“If, however, the court of appeals should 
differ with the lower court and reverse the 
case, holding that the city has the power to 
control rates of fare on street railroads, the 
case will be sent back to be again tried by 
the lower court, and in that event the trans- 
fer ordinance will become effective unless 
those opposing the ordinance can show 
that it is an unreasonable regulation and 
fixes the rates of charge by the Consoli- 
dated so low as to be unjust and amount 
to the taking of its property.” 

A decision in the case will not be handed 
down for some time. Several days will be 
required to complete the hearing and much 
besides eloquence will be heard#in the Cres- 
cent City from the Atlanta lawyers.

Chicago, May &%4.—Selling by longs, to- 
gether with weaker cables and fine crop 
prospects caused another break in wheat 
today. July is 1%c lower and ptember 
declined 1%@2c. Corn lost 1@1% nd oats 
14c. Provisions showed declines of 27%*c 
for pork, 26c for lard and 1214@15 for ribs. 

The bulk of speculative business in wheat 
today was confined to September and De- 
cember, and in view of the lower foreign 
markets, and the prospect of big crops on 
both sides of the ocean, holders got dis- 
couraged and sold out, and scalpers sold 
short, making a weak market. July was 
heard of at considerable intervals, and ws 
apparently kept well in hand by Leiter 
brokers, and the latter also took occasion 
at times when September and December 
appeared to be getting too weak, to let the 
crowd know the.high worth of May and 
June wheat. Liverpool cables were 1@2d 
lower. Among the bearish items of the 
day’s news, was a report that France had 
supplies enough until harvest, which will 
commence in the southern part of that 
country July Ist.

Georgia, Fulton County.—To the Superior 

Court of Said County: The petition of J. 
W. English, W. A. Haygood, W. L. Peel, 
Paul Romare, A. D. Adair, 
White, Henry Hillyer, F. P. Rice, E. P. 
Chamberlin, Evan P. Howell, 8. M. Inman, 
B. H. Hill, C. A. Collier, H. A. Fuller, 
George ‘Muse, John M. Green, W. T. New- 
man, John K. Ottley, E. C. Kontz and H. 
E. W. Palmer shows as follows, to-wit: 

1. Your petitioners are the corporators 
and legal successors of corporators, re- 
spectively, of the corporation known as 
“The Trustees of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, of Atlanta, Georgia,” 
which was duly incorporated by said court 
on July 29th, 1885. 

2. On June 16th, 1888, the charter of said 
corporation was so amended as to author- 
ize it to issue bonds to the amount of

Colonial Dames Will Entére 
lain ata Colonial Tea. 


The patrioticy organizations of Atlanta 
Will not co-operate as organizations with 
the Colonial Dames in securing their part 
of the national relief fund, but the mem- 
bers of these organizations. as individual 
members, assure their hearty patronage to 
the Colonial Dames in any entertainment 
undertaken by them. 


Although strictly official action has not 
been taken on the matter by all the patri- 
otic organizations, it is understood that 
all the patriotic women of the city are 
ready and w'lling todo their part toward 
promoting any movement having as its ob- 
ject the relief of those in need of the army 
and navy. 

At the meeting of the relief committee of 
Colonia] Dames yesterday a number of la- 
dies present were representatives of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. and 
the Daughters of the Confederacy. Mrs. I. 
Y. Sage presided, and in the course pf the 
meeting explained that although the vari- 
ous patriotic organizations in the city were 
invited to co-operate in the movement of 
the reMef fund, it was understood that this 
fund should be handed in by the Colonia! 
Dames as theirs. Mrs. William Green 
Raoul, acting regent of the Daughters of 
the Revolution, represented that body at

There is no doubt that the Daughters of 
the Conféderacy, when their obligations to 
the forthcoming reunion are over, will or- 
ganize a movement and do their part to- 
ward assisting the suffering soldiers of the 
army and navy. As all patriotic women, 
whether in organized bedies or out of them, 
are in sympathy with any movement by 
which the nation’s soldiers will be Benefited, 
the colonial tea, to be given by the Colonial] 
Dames, will be a brildant entertainment. 
They are assured the hearty co-operation 
of the members of the Piedmont Continent- 
al chapter of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can ‘Revolution, the Atlanta chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and 
the Daughters of the Confederacy.

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FRUIT CROP THIS 
YEAR A GOOD ONE 


The Report of Weather Bureau Very 
Encouraging, = 


RAIN IS VERY BADLY. NEEDED 


Peach) Crop Expected To Be the Largest 
in Years.

FARMERS ARE ALL’ HAPPY OVER PROSPECT 


Weather During the Week Has Been 
Favorable to Growing Crops and 
Will Probably Continue. 


caster J. B. Marbury. has been issued 

and shows a very encouraging condi- 
tion of crops in the farming districts of the 
state, 

The peach crop’ will probably be the larg- 
est in years and;the outlook for a fine fruit 
crop is good. Rain is badly needed _ all 
over the state, but in some counties the 
rainfall, thougk small, has been very bene- 
ficial. ; 

Following is the ‘report: 

During the past week the sunshine and 
température have averaged somewhat above 
normal, while only: partially distributed 
showers have fallen. Where rain has fallen 
a general improvement is noted, but over 
most of the state crops are showing ill ef- 
fecis of drought. Cotton and corn have 
made some improvement and the fields are 
ciean and in excellent condition to receive 
the full effects of good’ rains, which are 
badly needed. Wheat and oats are being 
harvested in many coumties and the yield 
of wheat is universally good, while oats 
are poor in a few liocalities. The voutlook 
for peaches is excellent, but pears and ap- 
ples. are a failure in the majority of the 
counties. Pastures and gardens are suffer- 
ing for rain. The ground is very hard and 
dry and many: farmers have stopped work 
until rai comes to moisten up the soil. 

The weather durfng the week has been 
favorable to growing “cfops -and general 
farm work in the «central counties, and .a 
general improvement is noticed in the con- 
dition of corn amd cotton. Gardens are 
needing rain badly. Only light local show- 
ers have fallen and good warm rains are 
wanted. Chopping cotton and plowing corn 
progressed favorably. Sugarcane is doing 
micely and watermelons are coming on 
well. Some farmers are cutting wheat 
and the crop is turning out well. Some are 
aiso harvesting oats. Yruit outlook flatter- 
ing, and the peach crop will be very large, 
notwithstanding a great many peaches have 
fallen and some are still dropping. ; 

With the exception of local showers which 
were unevenly distributed, dry weather pre- 
vails in the northern counties and grow- 
ing crops have made but little progress. In 
several coumties much damage was done by 
hail on the 18th. In portions of Forsyth 
county trees were torn up by the wind and 
carried some distance. Cotton is small, but 
is improving under the influence of high 
temperature. Chopping has been pushed. 
Corn looks fairly well, but many complain 
of poor stands. Wheat, rye and oats are 
excellent. Spring sown oats are needing 
rain badly, as well as gardens, which are 
beginning to fire. Some wheat will be 
ready to cut by the last of the coming week. 
Peaches are still dropping, but it is thougnt 
the crop will be very large. : 

In the northeastern counties dry and hot 
weather has prevailed and “most crops are 
needing moisture. Farmers are well up 
with their ‘work and all flelds are clean 
and free from weeds and foreign vegeta- 
tion; in excellemt condition to reap full 
benefits of a good rain. Cotton is small und 
needs rain before it will make much 
growth. Chopping is still in progress. Corn 
is small and .the stands are not good, and 
worms are doing much, damage in some 
sections. There jis complaint of rust in 
some wheat fields, but the crop is generally 
good, Oats will soon be r&ady to harvest. 
Gardens need rain. Peaches plentiful; ap- 
ples short. 

Only a few ecattered showers have fallen 
in the eastern section of the state and in 
many localities crops are suffering. Where 
rain has fallen conn and cotton are doing 
nicely, and gardens have improved consid- 
erably since jast report. A good many oats 
have been cut and the crop ir 
good. Cotton chopping has _ progress- 
ed rapidly and much cron has beep 
plowed the second time. Rain is badly 
needed for planting sweet potato slips. Su- 
@ar cane, which requires considerable 
moisture, is not doing so\ well. The peach 
outlook is most encouraging, and in many 
localities there are a great many fine 
plums, but the apple crop is a failure. 

Warm dry weather ‘charaaterized, the 
week in the southeastern counties except 
in a few favored localities where fine show- 
ers fell. As a rule most growing vegetation 
needs rain badly. Rice is doing only fairly 
well, it is clean but is hardly an average 
stand and needs rain. Corn is improving 
but the stands of cotton are poor. Pastures 
are feeling the ill effects of dry weather. 
The harvesting of grain will soon become 
general and the outlook is favorable for a 
good yield. 

Dry weather continues over most of the 
southern counties and rains are needed bad- 
ly to revive growing vegetation. The dry 
weather has been favorable for working 
crops and killing weeds and farmers are 
well up with their work. Corn hooks re- 
markably well in some sections, while in 
others the stand is bad ahd the plant is not 
doing well. The outlook for fruit is still 
good, Oats are being harvested but are not 
turning out as well as was anticipated. 
Peanuts doing pretty well, but want mois- 
ture. 

There is considerable complaint of damag- 
ing effects of drought in the southwestefn 
counties, but where local showers have fall- 
en a decided improvement is reported. Corn 
and cotton are doing very well, and have 
been well worked. Wheat and oats are 
being harvested and are turning out well; 
in‘'a few sections the yield is short. Fruit 
is‘all right except pears. In some sections 
tobacco is turning yellow on account of 
drought. 

Plenty of sunshine, normal temperature 
and scattering showers were the character- 
istic features throughout the western coun- 
ties during the week. Wheat is being har- 
vested in some sections and is turning out 
well. Oats are good in some localities, but 
short in others. Cotton and corn. have 
been well worked and with good rains will 
improve rapidly as is shown by the im- 
provement in fields where showers have 
fallen. Gardens have suffered from dry 
weather and pastures are falling. Rain is 
also badly needed on sweet potato slips set 
last week. Fruit outlook very_good. 

€rops are showing the ill eifects of the 
drought in the northwestern counties, and 
most everything is at a standstill for lack 
of moisture. The stands of cotton are fair

There is no law of force in 
this state which confers upon a2 judge any 
power or authority to suspend the execu- 
tion of a sentence imposed in a criminal 
case, except as an incident to a review of 
the judgment; and, therefore, a sentence to 
which no exception is taken, directing, 
among other things, that the accused do 
work in the chaingang for a term of six 
months, cannot lawfully be qualified by 
adding thereto the words “sentence of six 
months passed suspended until further or- 
der of the court.’’ Such words in such a 
sentence are of no force, and consequently 
should be ignored and the sentence execut- 
ed just as if they did not appear therein.

(Massachusetts Benefit Life Association v. 
Robinson. Before Judge Reid. City court 
of Atlanta. 

Cobb, J.—1. A stipulation in a policy of 
life insurance that ‘this policy is incon- 
testable after three years from its date, 
provided three full yearly payments have 
been made upon it, except that error in 
the age of the insured is open to adjust- 
ment” in @ manner therein prescribed, is 
valid, and after payment of the premiums 
called for, ang the lapse of time specified, 
the insurer is, with the exception indicated, 
precluded from setting up any defense 
based upon misrepresentations or war- 
ranties made by the insured in his applica- 
tion, whether fraudulent or otherwise. 

f a policy of insurance is capable of 
being construed in two ways, that inter- 
pretation must be placed upon it which is 
most favorable to the insured. 

3. A receipt by the insurer of a premium 
after default in the payment thereof ac- 
cording to the terms of the policy will 
generally constitute a waiver of the forfeit- 
ure of the policy on account of such default.
